PRODUCING RADIUM 
TEDIOUS PROCESS. 


Methods of Extraction of Magic 
Mineral Protracted and Diffi- 
cult and Must Be Carried Out 
with Great Delicacy and Skill. 


Che n Times 


LONDON, Jan. 16.—Were the production of 
radium dependent entirely upon the supplies 
of pitchblende available the outlook for the 
future would be poor indeed. . 

Pitchblende sometimes contains as much 
as @ per cent of uranium, and radium al- 
ways occurs with uranium in the propor- 
tion of about one part in three million. The 
richest pitchbiende has been mined at St. 
Joachimstal, in Bohemia, but further sup- 
plies are being conserved by the Austrian 
government. 4 

A fair percentage of uranium is also asso- 
ciated with thorium in some examples of 
thorianite. It may be mentioned that one re- 
sult.of the shortage of rich uranium minerals 
has been the development of the use of 
inesothorium, which may be regarded as a 


by-product of the incandescent gas mantle 
industry. 


Life of Radium 2,500 Years. 

But whereas the average life of radium is 
2,300 years, that of mesothorium is only 
about S years; and thus, while money spent 
on radi im may be taken as being unaffected 
by depreciation, a store of mesothorium 
would need replenishment in a few years. 
There are, however, large supplies of min- 
erals containing some 1 or 2 per cent of ura- 
nium. Among such low grade minerals 
autunite and carnotite perhaps come next 
to pitchblende and the uraninites in respect 
of uranium content. Orangite and other 
minerals also contain uranium, and the sup- 
ply of radioactive material would be fairly 
wide if all these minerals could be included 
from the point of view of radium production. 

The usual processes of radium extraction 
are, however, tedious and protracted, and 
the difficulties of economically treating the 
poorer minerals by their aid are very great. 
The operations’ begin with the removal of 
the uranium, or of the uranium and vana- 
dium in the case of carnotite. 

The residues contain a great deal of silica, 
and a large number of metals that are ordi- 
narily. present have to be got rid of. The 


| radium is obtained usually in the form of a 


mixture of radium and barium chloride at 
the end of the first or opening up process, 
and the final operation consists in separat- 
int the pure radium chloride from the 
barium salt, a process which may take sev- 
eral months. 


Finally the Pure State. 

The frst operation is generally effected by 
boiling the residues with sodium carbonate 
solution, when the radium and barium form 
insoluble carbonates. These are dissolved 
in hydrochloric acid, certain chlorides of 
other metals also remaining in the solution. 

The radium-barium is next precipitated as 
auiphate; which is ones more converted into 
carbonate, and this again into chloride. 
Finally, the material is submitted té a long 
sertes of fractional crystallizations, by 
which radium chloride is gradually separated 
out in a more or less pure state. 

When it is remembered that these minerals, 
except pitchblende, often contain ag little as 
one grain of radium to six or seven tons of 
mineral, the extraordinary difficulty of ex- 
tracting the radium is at once evident. One 
hundred tons of mineral may yield a gram 
of radium, and to treat this amount of ore or 
of residues correspondingly large quantities 
of reagents must necessarily be employed. 

The high price of radium is explicable by 
these circumstances, especlally in view of 
the delicacy and skill with which the vari- 
ous operations must be carried out. 


Recent Important Advances. 

One of the most important advances in the 
technique of radium extraction that has so 
far been made is perhaps a concentrating 
process which has been invented by two Eng- 
lish chemists— Messers. Kent Smith and H. B. 
Rolfe- whereby the radium containing resi- 
@ues can be reduced in bulk so that about 
95 per cent of the material is discarded. 

A similar results, but to a much smaller 
extent, has also been attained by the Denver 
bureau of mines. By the former process a 
ton of residues can be so treated that within 
a few hours the great bulk of the radium is 
retained within a mass of about one hundred- 
weight, and this smaller bulk can be worked 
at little more than a twentieth of the cost 
otherwise involved. It is thus possible to 
deal with ores containing stich small per- 
centages of radium that its extraction by 
the ordinary processes would be prohibitive 
in cost. 

Prof, Sommer of Vienna has during the 
last few months been extracting radium in 
the form of radium-barium chloride by a 
new process which takes only a very few 
days: while Prof. Ebler, another distin- 
guished Austrian chemist, has devised a 
speedy process of final extraction to do away 
with the fractional crystallization.

Durance Ruel, the dean of Paris picture 
dealers, estimates the value of La Joconde 
as follows: “I would ask half a million dol- 
lars if the picture were mine, with the cer- 
tainty that there would be so many offers 
that a much higher price would be obtained.“ 

M. Schoeller, manager for Georges Pet-t, 
gave a higher estimate of the picture's value. 
He sad: Mona Lisa is certainly the most 
famous picture in the world, even if not the 
greatest. I should class it in value with the 
masterpieces of Velasquez and Rembrandt. 
My lowest price would be over a million dol- 
lars.“ 

Marcel Bernheim, another expert, said that 
it Wes almogt impossible to give an exact 
estimate, but his lowest price would be halfa 
million dollars. 1 5 

Other dealers, including Kieinberger and 
Bernheim, refused to submit figures, stating 
thet while other paintings of the same period 
brought only orcinary masterpiece prices, 
La Joconde, on account of ite history, was 
priceless and that there were probably sev- 
eral men, particularly In America, who woulg 
raise the bids to several million dollare if the 
picture were placed on sale. 


Not in Louvre Catalogue. 

The newspapers made humorous comment 
this week to the effect that La Joconde ” 
was not officially in the Louvre, because it 
was not catalogued. Le Matin says: You 
think ‘La Joconde’ has come back and that 
she is the Most celebrated picture in the 
Louvre? But in the Italian-Spanish section 
of the description of Louvre paintings we fail 
to find her.“ 

Seynour de Ricci, who prepared the cata- 
logue while the Mona. Lisa Was gone, has 
been interviewed. He said: 1 Have been 
asked for a new description of the picture, but 
I prefer never, never to speak about her any 
more. She will be a remorse, a nightmere, to 
every curator.

Abroad people haven't 
stood still with regard to tariff policy» Amer- 
ica has placed its economic policy on an en- 
tirely new basis. We have only to express the 
wish in order to secure a commercial treaty 
with the United States. 

Our European neighbors, moreover, have 
reformed their tariffs. They ere now in 
vastly different shape than when we con- 
cluded our commercial treaties.

FRENCH ACADEMY HONORS. |

Russia has drawn her plans for the crossing 
of Arabia from west to east, including the 
exploration of the Ruba el Khalil desert, a 
region of 600,000 square miles, which no Eu- 
ropean has ever entered and which is proba- 
bly the most mysterious and -inaccessible 
region in the world.

PLAN TO PRESERVE ST. PAUL'S. 


Foundations of London’s Famous Ca- 
thedral to Be Immersed in Tank 
of Moist Earth. 


LONDON, Jan. 24.—A board of architects 
which has been considering the preservation 
of St. Paul's. cathedral is. discussing a re- 
The idea is the immer- 
sion of the foundations in a huge tank of 
moist earth. 

Expert builders have found that the sand 
and gravel in which the cathedral founda- 
tions stand have become parched and unsta- 
bie and owing to the plateau formation on 
the summit of which the foundations rest 
there is a tendency for the foundations to 
spread. Until recently the gravel on which 
St. Paul's is poised has been bound together

LONDON, Jan. 24.—The strike of the Lon- 
don coal porters, which the leaders declare 
will be continue d until the employers con- 
cede the increase in wages demanded, threat- 
ens the poorer classes with great hardships, 
because of the unusually severe weather now 
prevailing.

Noe Land Laws in Force. 

During my chat with President Porras I 
asked him to tell me about the new land la wo 
which’ his government has instituted since 
he took hold. of" thie administration. He there- 
upon called in the secretary of public works, 
or fomento, Senor Ramon F. Acevedo, and 
together as to the radical 
changes which have been made. They affect 
the whole land situation and promise to rap- 
idly develop the Panama republic. 

In order to understand them one must 
réalize that Panama is different from any of 
the other.South American countries. It be- 
longed to Colombia, and all the lands of the 
isthmus were once the property of the Span- 
ish king, the people holding them from him 
by lease, asdt were. 

Each landowner paid so much a year, and 
this tax wa continued until the people met 
together arid. objected. They said they were 
willing to pay a good round sum for once 
and for all; but they did not want an annual 
tax. To this the Spanish monarch consent- 
ed, and along about 100 years ago the lands 
became free. 

They did not, however, go into individual 
hands. They were held in common, no one 
having a title to any individual tract. These 
were known us the tierras indultadas, 96d 
the result of such ownership was that a man 

would cultivate a tract of land until it was 
worn. out and then move somewhere else 
and take up another. a 


„Lands Held by Government. 

The titles to most of the lands have re- 
mained in the hands 6f the government, and 
‘go at present the republic is practically in 
the shape of a new country, with the gov- 
ernment having the right to allot the lands 
as congress decrees. Prestoent Porras and 
his officials have given a great déal of study 
to this question, and it is from them that the 
present scheme which is now Just to be put 
into operation has come. 

These new land laws provide that instead 
of selling the land as in the past with the 
provision that the purchaser shall cultivate 
the lands for five years before he be given a 
title thereto, the lands shail be sold out- 
right in tracts not to exceed 5,000 hectares, 
or 12,500 acres, and that the title shall go 
upon the payment therefor. | 

In the past the land has been sold in large 
tracts, and it has been impossible for the 
small landowner to buy, for the reason that 
he could not afford to cultivate for five years 
before getting the title. By the new laws he 
cannot buy more than 5,000 hectares of land 
until he has all of his first tract under cul- 


tivation or in use. Nevertheless 12,500 acres

King Gustavus May Be Forced to 
Abdicate or Driven Into Exile 
by His Peoplé, Who Blame Him 
for Loss of Norway.

Sweden is regarded by many students of 
her affairs, within her borders and 
abroad, to be on the verge of transforming 
her form of government from a monarchy 
into @ republic. In fact, no one need feel 
astonished to read, some fine morning, dia- 
patches from Stockheim announcing that 
King Gustavus V. has either abdicated or 
been dethroned, and has been driven inte 
exile, along with the other members of the 
royal family. 

Although, the king, like his father, the late 
Oscar II., is a man of estimable character, 
irreproachable in his private life, and most 
conscientious in the his 
@uties, he is extremely unpopular, anu al- 
together misunderstood by his subjects. 

He lacks magnetism to a remarkable . 
gree, and while free from ostentation, takes 
a German rathe than a Scandinavian view 
of the Olympian nature of a throne. He has 
also a pronounced taste for militarism, which 
is thoroughly Teuton, and that does not in 
| any way appeal to the Swedes. 


Blamed for Loss 7 Norway. 

His people, high and low, blame him ang 
his father for the loss of Norway, which 
they régard as one of-the most humiliating , 
episodes of their national history. They are 
convinced that the secession became an ac- 
complished fact only through the grossest 
sort of mismanagement on the part of Oscar 
II. and of the then Crown Prince of Sweden, 
now Gustav v. 

Certain it is that it the late king had shown 
& greater degree of firmness on the one hand 
and Gustev V. more conciliation and diplo- 
macy on the other, Norway still would be 
united to Sweden, at any rate by dynastic 
ties. The disruption was brought about by 
Norway’s insistence for a greater degree of 
autonomy in domestic matters: and how 
little she contemplated complete separation 
is best shown by the fact that before tender- 
ing the crown to Prigce Charles of Den- 
mark, who now ns at Christiania as King 
Haakon, it was offered to any of the sons of 
Oscar whom he might designate for the pure 
pose; a suggestion which was rejected, both 
by him and by the crown prince. 


Swedish Aristocracy Hostile. 

AB a general rule, the nodility, 
the old aristocracy, constitutes the principal 
bulwark of the throne. This is not the case in 
Sweden, where the patriciate, titled and un- 
titled, have always looked upor the Berna- 
dottes as an alien dynasty of the most prebe- 
lan origin, ite founder, King Charles XIV., 
having been the son of a Pyrenean peasant 
at Pau. 
Indeed, there are cousins of the present 
royal house of Sweden Who keep smal! ro- 
cery shops at Marseilles, and it is greatly 
to the credit of the late King Oseat that he 
never visited the south of France without 
looking them up and entertaining them as y 
kinesfolk.

Plot Against King Oscar. 
On several occasions during the last hun 
dred years the Swedish nobles have plotted 
to get rid of the house of Bernadotte, and 
less than ten years ago a fullfiedged con- 
pracy was organized for the purpose of re- 
moving King Oscar from the Swedish throne, 
and for placing thereon in his stead the late 
Baron Bonde, a lineal descendant of the 
ancient kings and a man possessed of great 
wealth and of much prestige abroad. 
Whether Baron Bonde would have lent 
himself to such a plot I am unable to say. 
But events began to move rather rapidly 
just then, and the incidénts that culminated 
in the secession of Norway prevented the 
movement from materializing to the extent 
of putting its projects into execution. ~

Por 
that occasion the members of the cabinet 
were members of the president’s personal 
entourage and whatever claim to precedence 
they might assert was waived by him in 
favor of the guests. Similarly if the chief 
justice were giving a dinner he would waive 
the claimed precedence of his colleagues of 
the highest bench in favor of the guests. 
A senator would do the same with other 
members of the cabinet. 

At the diplomatic dinner the president 
takes in the wife of the dean of the diplo- 
matic corps, Mme. Jusseramd, and the 
French ambassador gives his arm to Mrs. 
Wilson. Diplomatic precedence u deter- 
mined according to grade, ambassadorial, 
ministerial, and that of charges d'affaires, 
and between diplomats of the same grade 
the pas is accorded to him of longest serv- 
ice at this capital. Since not all the diplo- 
mats are married enough unmarried women 
are invited to make an even number, but 
unmarried women, no matter how exalted 
their relationship, enjoy no particular rank 
of their own. ,

While, generally speaking, an ambassador 
takes in the wife of his next junior col- 
league, this sequence is not alwayeobserved. 
For instance, when the Austrian and Meri- 
can ambassadors ranked next to each other 
this practice was necessarily abandoned, for 
Austria hed maintained, no diplomatic rela- 
tions since the execution of the Archduke 
Maximilian after his deposition as emperor 
of Mexico. Technically the two states were 
still at war. The antipathetic relationship 
of the embasaies in Washington was still 
further intensified by the fact that Sefior 
Aspiroz, the Mexican ambassador, had been 
judge advocate of the court martial which 
condemned Maximilian to death. It would 
never have done for the Turkish ambassador 
to have been assigned to take out the March- 
lioness Confalonieri Casati, wife of the Ital- 
jan ambassador. 

Even the leader of the Marine band has 
to be a sharp in precedence, for it la the cus- 
tom of this organization to play the national 
air of each country as its diplomatic repre- 
sentative clicks bie heels before the presi- 
dent at a diplomatic reception. The band 
librarian must distribute the music accord- 
ing to the diplefnatic list wherein the am- 
bassadors are led by M. Jysserand and the 
ministers by Sefior Calvo of Costa Rica. In 
the days before the United States had es- 
tablished ambassadorial relationships with 
the great powers the dean of the diplomatic 
corps was frequently by simple virtue of 
long residence the representative of some 
inconsequential Latin American republic, 
but for many years the representatives of 
the greater nations have held this position. 

Technically the secretary of state ie the 
chief of the dipidmatic body in Washington, | 
but actually the ranking is consulted by all 
on questions concerning the general rele- 
tionship of the diplomatic body to the gov- 
ernment and to society in general.

Senator Bacon claims precedence over the 
cabinet and all other executive officers ex- 
cept the presidency and vice presidency, by 
reason of the fact that they were all created 
by act of congress and that the thing created 
cannot be greater than its creator. The Bu- 
preme court and the congress were the only 
other branches of government created by the 
constitution, and the senate, moréover, is 
the only branch of the government that can- 
not be abolished by constitutional amend- 
ment. The presidency, the house of repre- 
sentatives, or the Supreme court could be 
abolished by an amendment. As representa- 
tives of sovereign states, ne declared that 
senators could not wadive their claims fo 
orecedence, and that, generally speaking, 
they preferred not to attend functions where 
adequate recognition was withheld.

Sphagetti used for dry soups is left long 
and so is the smaller macaroni, especially 
when used for garnishing. 

To boll long macaroni without breaking it 
is a trick and requires practice. The water 
must be boiling when a handful of long maca- 
roni is dipped down into it and gradually 
pushed down in around the Kettle. The 
larger the bottom of the kettle the easier 
this will be, but two feet of it can be put into 
a kettle of no great size. It must not be 
lifted up the slightest bit, for then the soft 
part will break off. It is not generally worth 
while to try this except for fancy garnish- 
ing.

Your needs and income should guide you 
in the choice of lingerie you will make.

Get the 
better qualities of the crépe, even though it 
cost you 35 or 40 cents a yard. But four 
yards of thirty-six inch width will be needed 
for a nightdress, two and a half yards for a 
combination underwaist and petticoat open 
drawers, about three and five-eighths for a 
Princess slip, and two and a half yards for a 
petticoat.

He ‘is hampered in playiag the part of 
the customer. With thievery in mind, the 
woman “ hoist” fights shy of the departments 
where men’s eyes may be watching, and she 
naturally desires to visit the departments spe- 
cially reserved for feminine articles.

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OW much is a royal heir in arms worth to his 
parents? 

By divine right a baby is the king of grafters. 

It has been estimated that a grandchild in a 

wealthy family is good for an income ranging from $2,000 

to $10,000 a year. If a mere child, without title or special 

prerogative, can wheedle from plutocratic pockets such 

a neat allowance, what should not a prince be able to 

do who has not merely the hearts of fond relatives to 

work on, but also the fatuous genérosity of an adoriag 

nation? 

Of course, the king business isn’t as good as it used 
to be. The success of republics has set the wide world 
thinking. Nowadays ruling monarchs are expected to 
work hard, and more than earn their salaries. It is only 
in countries divided by heterogeneous forces that a throne 
is a real necessity; in a homogeneous land it is just an 
extravagance. 

But a royal baby is the luckiest person in the world. 
The shadow of tomorrow threatening his wee head moves 
some about him to compassion, others to subservience. 
In lands where the throne forms the one rallying poiat 
of innumerable discordant elements the birth of a royal 
heir is of supreme importance to thousands. No wonder 
then that from the first moment of life royal existence is 
heralded by pomp. When a prince is born one hundred 
and one cannons herald the event, while twenty-one sajute 
the arrival of a princess. With eloquence and flattery 
the press of the land pays homage, and all the courtiers 
proclaim the wit and beauty of the royal heir. A fairy 
tale atmosphere surrounds the cradle of a prince. And 
sll this lasts until his royal highness is old enough for 
lessons and tutors and the stern business of life. Mean- 
while he is the most powerful person in the land and also 
the biggest grafter. 

For finest fairy tales one goes to the ori- nt. Aladdin’s 
land. So it is not surprising that one must seek for the 
greatest grafters of royal babydom in the nurseries of 


native Indian princes. The home of the Arabian nights 


produces the most successful royal baby grafters. An 
extravagance and luxury which defies imagination sur- 
rounds the tiny rajahs and maharajahs and nabobs who 
trace their lineage back to the moon and to the sun. 
Servants minister to their whims night and day, dressing 
them, fanning them, cajoling them, obeying. Thus the 
grandchildren of the Gaekwar of Baroda, the 5 year old 
heir to the throne and his tiny sister, live in a palace 
set apart for them, with native servants and an English 
nurse, and own a little gold carriage, fitted with cushions

of gold, drawn by white horses in golden harness, and 
driven by lackeys adorned with gold lace. 

Then there is a young Indian prince who sleeps on a 
silver couch, which is suspended from the ceiling so that 
it ever gently sways. Another wee nabob has a summer 
house made like an umbrella and placed in the midst of 
a vine covered arbor, where artificial rain falls gently. 
so that he can be cool however hot the rest of the world 
is about him. Marble palaces are such an every day 


affair that they mean nothing to these infant grafters: 


jeweled carpets, golden carriages, elephants harnessed 
with gold and silver trappings are an ordinary circum- 
stance. They are used to innumerble servants in rich 
livery, heavy with gold lace. They own jewels enough 
to buy a kingdom. 

It is part of. the sad humor of monarchies that the 
poorer a people are the higher they pay for their rulers. 
Thus Russia stands first and Austria stands second, each 
paying its sovereign more than rich Germany pays hers. 
In the two first countries the bond of royalty is all im- 
portant, and the line of succession must be carefully 
maintained lest direct consequence ensue. 

On the day the czarevitch was born the state settled 
on him an annual income of $2,000,000 to cover all his 
expenses until he is 15, when a further allowance will 
be made. Besides this, the czar has transferred to his 
name foreign stock which will bring him in yet more. 
A general attends him constantly, and he has a body 
guard of loyal Cossacks. Learned men have the direction 
of his education and scientists are engaged to invent in- 
structive toys which shall teach him subtle lessons in 
kingship. If he survives his present illness he will some 
day own a hundred palaces and the estates of two million 
acres as head of the House of Romanoff, which of them- 
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seives will bring him in an income of more than two 
million dollars. 

There are other European monarchs who fear to feed 
the unrest of a people by such a spectacle of expensive 
splendor. So far as possible they keep from the public 
eye all evidences of extravagance in the nursery. But 
they work the public just the same, by delightful stories 
about the little darlings, and frequent charming glimpses 
of them. 

Thus the kaiser likes nothing better than to keep his 
whole family in the public eye. It is his great deligut 
to drive down Unter den Linden, with the empress and 
a pretty grandchild, helmet gleaming, white plumes flash- 
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ing, swift hoofs clattering. He has the childrea's pic- 
tures taken over and over and published far and wide. 
It is well known that the crown prince’s popularity is 
grently increased because of the affection which Germany 
holds for the beautiful little royal children. Similarly 
in the lesser German states children of rank endear their 
parents to loyal subjects, although little German: prin- 


cesses are brought up most sedately, and, theoretically, 
are not allowed to graft. 

The birth of little Princess Juliana restored to general 
favor sovereign parents against whom a generous but 
patriotic people were beginning to murmur, and increased 
the queen’s allowance by many thousand pounds a year. 
The grandchildren of Roumania are the country's hope. 
Princess Ileana bewitches an indulgent people. The little 
children of the Austrian court are worth a great deal to 
their parents, both in coin of the realm and in prestige, 
for in that troubled land the matter of succession is of 
first importance, and every little archduke of the im- 
perial family is entitled from birth to an income of 
$25,000 a year from the civil list. Little Prince Radi 
and Prince Josef, great-grandchildrep of the emperor, 
are idols of the Austrian court. 

In Belgium there ar- three royal children, Prince Leo- 
pold, who is 12 years old; Prince Charles, 9. and Prin- 
cess Marie Jose, 7 years The Grecian princesses, 
Olga, Elizabeth, and Marina, are the pride of a beauty 
loving people. Their lovely faces increase, if they do 
not actually make, their fortune. Little .faombert of Italy 
and his beautiful sisters will do their part toward a 
united country, and littl Olaf of the sunny face aod 
honest blue eyes is dearly beloved by all of Nor-vay. The 
English royal children win a devotion scarcely accorded 
to the reigning sovereigns. And the throne of Spain is 
far more secure for the king because of the love which 
the Spanish people bear toward the prince of the Asturias 
ara his brothers and sisters. In “ervia the Crown Prinee 
A » nder steadies the most uneasy throne in Europe.

HERE are more southerners in Chicago 
than were ever born south of the Mason 
and Dixon line. They come from all 
over the United States, and represent 

the occupied territory from the Atlantic to 
the Pacific and from the Canadian border to 
the southermost boundaries of our northern 
states. They foregather in all places of 
amusement, especially in the palaces of the 
Maxixe dance and the extended palm where 
sre berved the ingredients for that morn- 
ing after feeling.” 

The assembled company becomes aware 
of their presence when the orchestra or the 
band strays from the program of the tango 
and the hesitation waltz and plays “ Dixie.” 
And this is done quite often. Whether or not 
the managers of cabarets have recognised in 
the old southern battle cry the outlet for en- 
¢husiasm among the guests,“ or whether the 
erchestra or band merely responds to requests, 
4s an unsolved question. The fact remains, 
however, that Dixie electrifies the atmos- 
phere every little while, and it never fails to 
get results. The audience raises its glasses, 
bottles, tables, or Cain generally. There is al- 
ways an outburst of loud and long continued 
applause, and most of the time there is a per- 
emptory demand for an encore. 

Now why “ Dixie” ? 

It is a wonderful song, with a wonderful 
history. It makes you reach for something to 
throw as soon as it gets into full swing. But 
so does “ Yankee Doodle” or “The Girl I 
Left Behind Me,” or “ Hail to the Chief,” or 
any of a dozen others. Besides, Chicago is 
réally a northern city, and Abraham Lincoln 
is supposed to have spent quite a lot of time 
in the state of Illinois. 

I have heard “ Dixie” played a good many 
times, and I have always seen the same ef- 
fect. Searching for a reason, I came to the 
obvious conclusion that there is a prepon- 
derance ‘of citizens of Chicago who are of 
southern birth. And then I went out among 
the cabarets and the cabareteers of the city 
to prove it. 

But I found that the man who climbs on the 
table and leads the “rebel yell” when the 
band plays “ Dixie” is not necessarily from 
Paducah, Ky., or Manchester, Ala. He may 
be a salesman for a Milwaukee brewery, a 
goldseeker en route to the Panama Pacific ex- 
position, or just a “ Hamlet” out of Dunning 
for a furlough.

EVRIER’S “Monna Vanna,” which will 
be offered Wednesday night as the last 
novelty of the Chicago opera's presents 
season, is a work that has been the 
Cause of slight disagreement among 
the patrons of the lyric stage.

“The Yellow Ticket,” because in the guise 
of drama it is a deliberate slap at the Rus- 
sian government. Its acknowledged purpose 
is the correcting of what the author claims 
is an infamous practice of the czar’s of- 
ficials. 

The Yellow Ticket” the title is, as 
said, the official badge prostitution. By 
affixing her signature to such & card a young 
woman is accepted into the service of her 
country,” and her credentials are, again ac- 
cording to the author of the play, the strong- 
est passport throughout the land.

Because it guarantees a certain freedom 
and the right to live in the larger cities, 
which is otherwise denied them, many Jew- 
ish girls are said to accept the yellow ticket 
as a means Of escape from the persecution 
of their home villages.

Lincoln was one of the supreme personal - 
ties of history; already art is heaping her 
tributes at his feet, and some of them—Whit- 
man’s Salnt-Gaudens, for example— 
seem enough to live.

painter (1776-1837), is represented by more 
than twenty oils and water colors at Ander- 
son’s gallery. They came from the collec- 
tion of Joseph Cahn of London, whose an- 
cestor bought them from the artist and his 
family. All periods of bis artistic career 
are represented, from the smooth, exact style 
and pale color of his prentice work to the 
breadth of stroke and richness of tone of his 
maturer years. 

Constabie’s “ limited and abstractive art.“ 
as he called it, has been an irmmensely fruit- 
ful influence. It was a small exhibition, in 
Paris, of English landscapes by him and 
others which started the Barbigon revolt 
from French conventions. Millet, Corot, 
Daubigny, Dupré, and others were influenced 


profoundly toward simplicity and sincerity. 


by their study of these pictures from across 
the ¢hannel. The early American landscape 
paintefs were also strongly influenced, 
though in this case no revolt was necessary 
—the English painters were inherited, agit 
were. 

This fact is reasserted by these pictures, 
the fact that Constable was a basic influence 
in nineteenth century landscape ast. But 
another relationship is also hinted at, more 
interesting because it has not been stated, so 
far as I know; and that is the kinship be- 
tween Constable and the landscape art of the 
twentieth century. One or two of these pic- 
tures, especially The Valley of the Wye,“ 
which is one of the best, might almost have 
been painted by Cézanne, who, though he 
passed only his last six years in the present 
century »kelong in it as a powerful leader 
of its thought. I don't know whether Cé- 
tanne had ever studied Constable, nor can 
I remember whether the few little Con- 
stables in the Louvre are of a quality which 
would heave established in his mind any kin- 
ship. Yet the kinship is undeniable; In this 
Wye picture the old master’s handling of 
paint, his toning of colors, and a certain 
massive simplicity of composition, are all 
strongly suggestive of Cézanne’s attitude 
toward nature and of his technical method. 


“A Lock on the Stour ”’ is one of the prim- 
mest and therefore earliest of these pictures. 
Here and in the tiny “ Littlehampgpn be 
was studying the anatomy of nature, so to 
speak. Back of Glebe Farms,“ the large 
landscape with the big brown tree, shows 
how his style gradually grew richer and 
broader, and this leads up to the very char 
acteristic “View in Suffolk.“ Stil finer 
perhaps, are the Wye Valley above men- 
tioned, the small but very beautiful Farm- 
yard and Figures,” and the admirable “ Hel 
mingham Vale,“ three landscapes which rep- 
resent the the simplicity and directness of the 
master’s mature style. One or two small 
figure subjects are included, and some inter- 
esting water colors. There is nothing here so 
magnificent as Mrs. Kimball's great Consta- 
ble, which was shown at the institute last 
summer, but that is perhaps his greatest 
work. 

A large early Turner, Carnarvon Castile,” 
is aleo shown, rather realistic for this master: 
also one or two water colors. More inter- 
esting, indeed most fascinating, are two smal! 
oval portraits by Sir William Beechey. The 
subjects are Mr. and Mrs. George Fitzwil- 
liams, he stout and ruddy, she prim and 
frilled, with powdered hair, but both trying 
to smile and most sympathetically human.

An exhibition of bas reliefs, sculptures in 
the round, and drawings by Alfeo Fagsi, a 
Florentine sculptor, who has recently come 
to Chicago, will open at Reinhardt's gallery 
tomorrow. 

Mr. Faggi uses with fine skill an exceeding- 
ly low relief, the outlines being sometimes 
definite and again merging. softly into the 
background. His groups of nudes—tiny 
panels, some of them—show an exact deli- 
cacy of drawing, and a precision of taste in 
grouping not unworthy of certain old draw. 
ings by early Florentines in the museum of 
his native city. 

He shows also in his portrait bas-reliefs this 
feeling for beauty of line, as well as sympa- 
thetic understanding in the interpretation of 
character. The Portrait of a Young Floren- 
tine Poet has dignity and strength, and all 
detalis unnecessary to a simple expression 
of eseentials are eliminated. The “ Portrait 
of Miss Linn and those of one or two other 
young girls, have a more rippling rhythm, 
suggestive sometimes of flower-like grace. 

Fewer works in the round are shown. One 
bronze head of heroic size is an interesting 
study of powerful, massive, rather tragic féa- 
tures and a head strangely, almost abnormal- 


ly shaped. Two nude statuettes in gray stone 


are rather interesting essays in the modern 
effort to return to primitive conceptions of 
form. These and other details of Mr. Faggi's 
work require more careful study than I was 
able to give them during a first brief view in 
a small room, of a dark day.

Early Newspapers Came High. 

The Daily Courant, the firet number of 
which appeared in Queen Anne’s reign, was 
the first of the dailies and for a long time 
had the field to itself, but in 1724 the Daily 
Post and the Daily Journal blossomed forth 
as rivals. During the reign of George I. 
publications in England increased rapidly 
and in 1758 over 7,000,000 papers were sold, 
which number was increased to over 15,000,- 
000 in 17902. 

In the meantime the tlorth country was 
entering the journalistic feld. During De- 
cember of 1718 the town council gave to 
James McEwen the exclusive privilege to 
publish a newspaper three times in Bdin- 
burgh upon condition that the sald James 
should give ane coppie of his print to to the 
magistrates’ before publication. This 
paper is. still being published and appar- 
ently the publisher still could be held to this 
condition.

German Paper Had First Want Ad. 

Meanwhile advertising had been growing, 
and not to let such a good chance get away 
from them the government officials laid a 
tax on advertisementa In 1838 this tax 
amount co 3 shillings 6 pence for each edver- 
tisement, and the revenue from this tax paid 
by the newspapers was over $850,000. Four 
years later the tax hed been reduced to 1 
shilling 6 pence an advertisement, but in the 
first six monthe of that year 460 papers in 
England paid more than $275,000 for 27,014,- 
529 stemps required by 760,088 advertise- 
ments published. In 1853 the tax was taken 
off of advertisements. 

The Journal General 4’ Affiches—called 
commonly the ‘‘ Petites Affiche’’—ran real 
want advertisements almost from the start. 
In ite columns were found advertisements of 
domestics looking for employers and of em- 
ployers looking for servants, of public and 
private sales, legal notices, and similar ad- 
vertising. The title of thia newspaper never 
has been changed, and today it contains 
many help and situation wanted ad- 
vertisements of domestics. 

Probably the first-want advertisement that 
appedred.in Germany was discovered some 
years ago in 4 copy of an old paper without 
title or the name of the place where it was 
published. The date on thie paper is 1581, 
and it contains late news of events that hap- 
pened in 1588 and 1589. 

In it is an advertisement that felis of an 
unknown plant that had been red. una 
indicates that the plant may foretell some un- 
empected happening. It then tells ot a book 
that had been written by a learned German 
professor, and goes on to say: This boox 
shows and explains all what the plant con- 
teins. Magister Cunan has published it and 
Matthew Welack has printed it in Wittem- 
berg. Let whoever does not know the mean- 
ing of the portend buy the book &t once and 
read it with all possible seal.“

Coffee Ads Were Peculiar. 

Most of the early advertisements were those 
of books. The printers publisned the news- 


papers, | ane they would throw in an adver- 
tisement of @ book that they were getting out 
when they found they had a little waste 
space. Broer Janez, a publisher, was 
the first printer to run advertisements of his 
books in a rival newspaper. 


The sellers of tea and coffee, when these 
beverages first were introduced into Eng- 
land, seemed to have appreciated the value 
of advertising, both display and want adver, 
tising. In the Mercurius Politicus of Sept 30,

publishers Gave Warning. 

So close was the relationship of the editor 
and advertiser in these early newspapers 
that the former often mixed up his pronouns 
in setting up the advertisements. Such ad- 
vertisements as the following were common: 
“A very eminent brewer, and one I know to 
be a very honest gentleman, wants an ap- 
prentice.”” “I want a housekeeper rarely 
well accomplished for that purpose. “Tis for 
a suitable gentleman.” I want a young 
man that will wear livery to wait on a very 
valuable gentleman, but he must know how 
to play on the violin or flute.” “ If any justice 
of the peace wants a clerk, I can help to one 
that has been so for seven years; under- 
stands accounts, to be butler, aleo to receive 
money. He also can shave and buckle wigs.” 

Houghton, one of the early editors, took 
all of the quack doctor want advertisements 
that he could get, but he placed the follow- 
ing warning above them: Pray, mind the 
preface to this half sheet. Like lawyers, I 
take all causes I may fairly do so: who likes 
not, may stop here.” 

Sir Roger L’Estrange was the first man to 
try to convince the public that advertising 
was valuable. He also was the first man to 
attempt the modern method of backing up 
the advertisements in his paper with a per- 
sonal responsibility for the advertiser—but 
he qualified his idea in the following manner: 
I shall receive all sorts of advertisements, 
but shall answer for the reasonableness of 
none unless I give thereof a particular char- 
acter, on which (as [shall give you) may be

In the ea@y days of motoring there were 
many recruits coming into the ranks of the 
“knights of the steering wheel who pro- 
nounced the magneto a “ mystery box,” but 
years have pass d since, and today it can be 
claimed that conditions are quite the reverse, 
for in the majority of cases a look of suspicion 
would appear on the face of the veriest novice 
if he were advised that his choice might be 
other than magneto equipped. Undoubtedly 
ft would be safe to say that there are over 


1 1,000,000 magneto equipped cars running in 


América today. That condition in itself 
‘seems sufficient proof that the magneto has 
made good. 

Many motorists find that with a weak mix- 
ture the magneto fires regularly and well 


was no unsubstantiated belief has long eince 

been clearly proved. It was in 1907, so far 
as this country was concerned, that the crit- 
ical period in magneto history occurred. It 
was no novelty. but the great majority of 
car manufacturers and motorists did not 
trust ft fully. They admitted the magneto 
gave better results on the road than the 
battery did, but they felt that it was an ap- 
paratus that would fail them at any time.

Inasmuch as the writer has manufactured 
single cylinder, two cylinder, four cylinder, 
and six cylinder cars since the inception of 
the automobile industry and today is making 
“ sixes’ exclusively there are some deduc- 
tions in my own mind that will be of interest 
to all motorists because they are founded 
upon fifteen years’ motor car experience. 

The same things were said about the two 
cylinder car by single cylinder makers many 
years ago as are being said today about the 
„Six by the four cylinder makers. The 
Same was true when the two cylinder era 
passed and the four came into being. It 
will always be so in not only this industry 
but in every industry. New things always 
meet opposition from those with other wares 
to sell. 

Distinct Stride Forward. 

The sik is a distinct forward stride in 
engineering, ite maker will tell you. And 
there is no denying that you deliver a con- 
stant stream of power to the rear wheels. 
There are no power lapses between the motor 
explosions, for the explosions overlap each 
other. 

Now what effect does this produce in driv- 
ing? 

In the first place power is always reaching 
the rear wheels—there is no “drag” there. 
Conséquently a surprising saving of tires is 
possible. Some makers state that the saving 
runs as high as 35 per cent. They say, too, 
that there is a saving on the entire chassis 
because there is no jerkiness about the op- 
eration of a six cylinder motor, nor the car 
itself. This has been proved true by the 
great engineering bodies of the world. They 


say * sixes last longer. 


The greatest advantage of the “ six” is 
in the delightful sensation you experience in 
driving one. It is the sense of flying, as 
nearly as I can describe it. You do not feel 
you are being propelled by machinery. Sev- 
eral hundred miles’ drivng a day leaves a 
person almost as fresh as at the start, for it 
is vibration of a car that causes fatigue and 
the good six does not vibrate even at high 
speed. Its power, of course, is greater, too. 
Then there are engineering advantages of 
the six that are technical. 


Uses Less Gasoline. 
There is only one sticking point, however, 
should you get to talking to the average 
iX salesman. Ask him if his gasoline 
consumption isn’t greater per mile than in a

Every motor car ‘Manufacturer. passes 
each year through a period of anxiety and 
uncertainty; throughout that period he and 


his engineers are endeavoring to lay down 


a fixed and settled policy for the ensuing 
year; they have their fingers to the pulse of 
public opinion, searching for an expression 
Which will enable them to make a Wise 
choice in the character of the construction, 
in the matter of equipment, and-in the vital 
changes which they make in their motor 
car in the coming year. 

It has amazed me to discover year after 
year what seemingly slight and insignifi- 
cant considerations have brought about a 
complete alteration of the manufacturing 
and business principles of some of the bet- 
ter motor car manufacturers of America. 

Time and time again the disposition is 
shown to adopt certain characteristics of 
construction appearing, as it were, out of 
nowhere and spreading through the indus- 
try like an epidemic. 


Must Cater to Public. 

This is not at all surprising when you think 
that motor cars are sold to a motor buying 
public purely on a basis that is governed 
by the dislikes and likes of that public. 

Inasmuch as it has been the policy since 
the inception of the automobile industry to 
each year show certain advances and refine- 
ments in the building of their product, pre- 
sumably to impress upon the minds of motor 
car buyers the progressiveness of the or- 
ganization behind the product, manufac- 
turers are keen to anticipate the demands 
of public opinion and are consequently in- 
ifiuenced by trade paper reports of conti- 
nental practice, and are swayed in their 
decisions by what they hear of the intentions 
of other automobile companies, by the state- 
ments of dissatisfaction which they receive 
from their dealers who visit the plant for the 
purpose of further smoothing the way for 
successful sales. 


Changes Made After Study. 

The changes that we have seen in the au- 
tomobile business from the days of the early 
one cylinder car have been a definite and 
direct source and in a great many instances 
were based upon sound judgment and good 
business sense, and if it so happened that they 
were mere freaks and could not hold the place 
on the motor car to which their novelty had 
thrust them, they ceased to be factors in 
the construction of that car because they 
had demonstrated their own unsoundness.

Truck Sate $70 a Day. 

The Carisa fruit ranch in San Luis Obispo 
county, California, is twenty-eight miles 
from the nearest railroad station, and it 
formerly took ten mules to haul a three ton 
load there, the time occupied in the trip being 
three days. With a three ton truck the 
same tonnage is hauled so rapidly that two 
trips a day can be made when necessary. It 
is figured that in cost of operation and 
elimination of waste the truck saves $70 
a day during the marketing season. 

A ranchman of Visalia, Cal., tells of haul- 
ing 8,420 pounds of grapes to San Francisco, 
a distance of 315 miles. in thirty-one hours. 
delivering his load directly to the commission 
merchant to whom it was billed, thus saving 
the three additional loading and unloading 
operations necessary in transporting the 
consignment by freight. 


Record Made in Snow. 

As an indication of what the truck may 
be expected to do in cross country traffic 
when the state highway system becomes 
perfected, it is only necessary to note what 
it is doing under the present difficult condi- 
tions. 

With either mud up to its wheel hubs or 
plowing through heavy snow drifts from 
eighteen inches to three feet deep, a three 
ton Kissel Kar truck, loaded to its capacity, 
made its way from Troy, N. Y., to Pittsfield, 
Mass. It was undertaken with many miagiv- 
ings, as the route traversed extends over the 
Lebanon mountains, which includes one 
steady four mile climb with grades ranging 
from 8 per cent to 15 per cent, besides many 
other hills. The distance to Pittsfield from 
Troy is forty miles. The truck made the 
distance, left its cargo and was back in Al- 
bany in less than twelve hours from the

ABBOTT-DETROIT. 


The Abbott-Detroit six cylinder car is pro- 
vided with new improved type of cowl and 
instrument board, with controlling instru- 
ments on board wit in easy reach of the op- 
erator. A new feature in the design of the 
car is the sloping hood, with top of same op- 
ing about two inches from end to end. The 
six cylinder seven passenger car is equipped 
with the tumbler type of auxiliary seats m- 
stead of the regular folding seats. The space 
between front doors and dash, dash and in- 
strument board on the six cylinder car are 
all made of paneled mahogany instead of 
the conventional leather or cloth trimming. 


ALLEN, 

Realizing that the greatest advances in 
automobile construction are being made 
along the lines of cemfort, convenience, and 
appearance we have concentrated our efforts 
to a great extent in the development of these 
features in our 1914 models. We offer two 
models, a five passenger tourim>-ar and a 
two passenger roadster, each selling for 
$1,305. The cushions are the deep eleven 
inch kind and add to the comfort of easy 
riding underslung spring construction. The 
bodies are low hung with full stream line and 
the large roomy tonneaus have the bell- 
shaped backs. We offer the Allen 40" as an 
all around car equipped with improved elec- 
. tric starting and light devices, The Allen “33” 
ia @ roadster with all the equipment of the 


touring car. 
APPERSON. 

Apperson cars make their formal entry 
into the six cylinder ranks this year. Al- 
though a few sixes have been produced be- 
fore this on special orders they never have 
Incorporated as a part of the regular pro- 
duction program of the Apperson Brothers 
Automobile company, Kokomo, Ind., six dif- 
ferent chassis models are offered, four of 
which are six cylinder cars. The four cyl- 
inder car is the 4-45 which is eontinued prac- 
tically unchanged from last year, of which 
it was the smaller of the two four cylinder 
motors marketed. 

Simultaneously with the entry into the six 
cylinder field Apperson cars appear for the 
first time with left drive and center control. 


AUBURN. 

The Auburn line for 1914 comprises but two 
general models, as compared with five models 
built last season. Each of these is a continue- 
tion of a similar model built last season, but 
with many improvements and refinements. 
Principal changes for the year include the

This indudes the Westinghouse 
two-unit cranking and lighting syetem, War- 
ner autometer, clock, electric horn, extra tire 
on a rim, two extra inner tubes, spark plug 
pump on the 40 Weed tire chains, wind- 
shield, and work light. The new 25 is a 110 
inch wheelbase car, selling at $1,250in 1914. 


CHALMERS, 


Chalmers has two representatives this year . 


the model 24 Six-60 and the model 26 Six-48. 
The latter, selling at $1,800, makes its debut 
at the New York show. Though the Chalm- 
ers Motor company, Detroit, had a six last 
year, the Six-60 is not a continuation of it. 
The new six has a T head motor, which type 
of power plant is entirely new to Chalmers 
construction; a casting with the intake valve 
in the head being characteristic of Chalmers 
motors heretofore. Compared with last year’s 
six, the new model 24 has a slightly smaller 
motor, a wheel base two inches longer—132 
inches—and lists at 62,175 in roadster and 
four and five passenger touring designs, 
which is $225 under the figures on the six 
of last year in similar body types. 


CHANDLER. 

Chandler ears were not exhibited at the 
last shows, for the reason that at that time 
the Chandler Motor Car company had juss 
been organized and only had an experimental 
ear on the road. Since then the company 
has established a factory at Cleveland, O., 
and at the present time is turning out 200 cars 
@ month. The makers anticipated the de- 
mand for a lightweight six at a moderate 
price, and in consequence of their foresight- 
edness they are offering one that weighs 
less than 3,000 pounds fully equipped, sell- 
ing for $1,785 and with fuel economy one 
of its strong points. Such features as the 
Westinghouse two unit system of starting 
and lighting, Bosch magneto, Firestone de- 
mountable rims, F. and S. imported annular 
ball bearings, and Jiffy curtains are found on 
the Chandler. 


COLE. 

The 1913 three chassis line of Cole cars made 
by the Cole Motor Car company, Indianap- 
olis, has been dropped for the 1014 season 
and two entirely new left drive cars offered, 
a four and a six cylinder model of stream line 
design. They have concealed hinges and in- 
side door handles; the running boards are 
also clean, this being obtained by placing the 
tools under the front seat and the battery 
under the floor boards. The tires are care 
ried in the rear of the chassis. The four has a 
120 inch wheel base and the six a 186 inch 
wheel base and the power plant, clutch, and 
gearset arrangements the same in both 
models. The bore and stroke of both motors 
ig 4.256x5.25 inches, the cylinders L head cast 
in pairs, and have water jacketed intake man- 
ifolds.. A motor driven air pump gives the 
requited pressure for the fuel, which is fed 


to a Stromberg carburetor. 


CROW ELK-HART. 

The Crow Eik-Hart line for the season of 
1914 offers ten distinct models built on thirty- 
five, forty, and fifty horse power chasses. 
The size of the motor used on their small 
chassis has been increased in size from 4x4% 
to 4x5. The bodies are built with a cowl dash 
and the clear vision wind shields on the dash. 


DAVIS. 

Two new chassis, a four and a six and a 
carried-over four slightly improved is the 
line of the George W. Davis Motor Car Co., 
Richmond, Ind. The continued model 
known as the 50-A is identical with the 1918 
Offering, except that a new type of radia- 
tor and hood are used and the body is 
equipped with a cow! board instead of the 
eonventional dash. The tires are increased 
in size to 87 by 4% inches from 86 by 4. 


FRANKLIN. 

The Franklin six-thirty shown is the only 
modeljmade by thiscompany. The six-thirty 
is built in sim body styles, all interchangeable 
on the one chassis. Four etyles are on ex- 
hibit, touring car, roadster, coupe, and sedan. 
The six-thirty has left hand drive, center 
control, and it is extremely light in weight. 
Among the mechanical details of note on this 
latest Franklin direct cooled motor are valves 
of the compensating types which takes care 
of the difference in expansion so that the 
valve clearance changes very little as the 
motor gets warm, giving a very quiet valve 
mechanism. 


GREAT WESTERN. 

An addition to the line of the Great West- 
ern Automobile company, Peru, Ind., is a 
chassis with a wheelbase of 112 inches, for

The line of new Haynes cars this season 
consist of two sixes and one four cylinder. 
The Vulcan electric gear shift is included 
in the standard equipment on all models, 
the Haynes company being among the first 
of the older manufacturers to adopt this 
improvement, which in addition to the elec- 
tric starting and lighting system makes the 
Haynes an electrically equipped car through- 
out. Other changes in these models are: 
Pressure gasoline feed with tank, equipped 
with gasoline gauge. suspended at rear of 
chassis, and air gauge on cowl board; auto- 
matic air pressure pump driven from cam 
shaft, and auxiliary hand pump on cowl 
board; motor driven tire pump; ample stor- 
age space under both seats for tools, pump, 
and jack, battery box is under front seats, 


leaving running boards clear; leather kick- 


ing pads on lower half of rear of front seats, 
and one-piece metal cowl construction, 


HENDERSON. 

Adoption of the six cylinder car for the first 
time is a feature of the Henderson product for 
1914, made by the Henderson Motor Car com- 
pany of Indianapolis. In addition to the 
new six there is a new four called the de 
luxe, while the light four which was the sole 
chassis model for 1913 is retained. The new 
six cylinder model has a 8.75x5.5 motor. The 
de dure four has cylinders 4.125x5.5 inches in 
size. The light four, which ie carried over 
from this year with minor refinements, is of 
the same bore as the new four, but its stroke 
is only 5.25. 


HERRESHOFY. 

The Herershoff Motor company, Detroft, 
makes two chassis models thie year, these 
being a tour and a small six. A six was of- 
fered for the first time for the 1013 season by 
this company. To these two chassis are fit- 
ted any désired type of body. 

Though essentially the same In design and 
construction as the cars offered for 1913, the 
new models have several refinements and im- 
provements, chief of which are the complete 
electrical equipment for cranking, lighting. 
and ignition and the incorporation of four 
speed gearsets in all models. 


HUDSON. 

Only six cylinder models represent the 
Hudson Motor Car company of Detroit this 
year, it having retired from the four cylinder 
field entirely. The model 87 four cylinder 
type of 1913 ie no longer made. The model 54 
six cylinder car is continued with a number 
of chassis and body changes, and late in the 
fall a light six was announced as a running 
mate. 


This latest Hudson is known as model 40, 


and is really brought out in competition with 
the average high grade four cylinder vehicle 
now on the market. With a weight of 2,040 | 
pounds, the car is said to be lighter than some 
of these fours, and its gasoline consumption 
is claimed. to be nearly as low as that of the 
model 87 four. The price of this model is set 
at $1,750 in touring and roadster designs. 


HUPMOBILE. 

The new model Hupmobiles show many 
tmprovements and refinements over the types 
of last year. There is the electric starting 
and lighting system, a new fashioned rain 
vision windshield, a specially designed tire 
carrier which carries the tire in the same 
way as it rests on the wheel and does away 
with the bother of strapping it down, thus 
eliminating the wear and tear caused from 
this strapping, oversize tires, better up- 
holstering throughout. In the chassis there 
are a great many minor improvements which 
tend to make for better mechanical harmony 
in the working parts. The addition of the 
self-starter does not change to any great 
extent the appearance of the motor and adds 
but very littie weight. 


IMPERIAL. 

There still are four models of chassis bear- 
ing the Imperial name, Three of these are 
four cylinder types, but in the new series two 
fours and two sixes are offered by the Impe- 
rial Automobile company, Jackson, Mich. 
The model numbers are exactly the same as 
they were. Model 54 is the big six; model &. 
which heretofore had à four cylinder engine, 
is now the light six; model 84 is the larger of 
the fours; and models 82 and 88 refer to four 
cylinder touring car and roadster bodies fitted 
to the same four cylinder chasals. 


JACESON. 
Three Jackson models; all practically the 
same as the three models offered last year 
by the Jackson Automobile company, Jack- 
son, Mich., are on the market for 1914. They 
bear the same names, Olympic, Majestic, and 
Sultanic, and neither the first two, which are 
fours, and the last, which is a six, have been 
changed to any great degree other than bring- 
ing their equipment and design up to date 

in all respects. 

JEFYERY. 
The Thomas B. Jeffery company of Keno- 
sha, Wis., has joined the ranks of the six

Although building 
but one chassis model, several new body 
types have been added to complete the line, 


KISSEL KAR. 

Three current models, introduced last July, 
and two models, the détails of which are not 
yet available, constitute the line of pleasure 
cars offered by the Kissel] Motor Car com- 
pany of Hartford and Milwaukee, Wis. 
The current three consists of one four cyl- 
inder chassis of forty horse power, with tour- 
ing, runabout and sedan bodies, and two six 
cylinder chassie of forty-eight and sixty 
horse power, respectively, with touring run- 
about, sedan, limousne, and berlin bodies. 


KING. 

The four cylinder King car ts featured by a 
larger motor at a lower price by the King Mo- 
tor Car company, Detroit. Without electric 
lighting and starting it now selle for $1,000, 
@ reduction of $410 under last year’s price. 
With the Ward-Leonard electric starting and 
lighting system $100 is added. 


ERIT. 
The entire production of the Krit Motor 
Car company of Detroit is limited to a single 
four cylinder chassis model on which two 
body types are fitted—a roadster and a tour- 
ing car. The chassis has been changed little 
from the model of last year, but the bodies 
are new in design. They conform to the 
latest ideas of body fashions in that the 
ultra-stream line effect is carried out. The 
headlights are so arranged that either a dim 
or a bright glow may be had at the will of 
the driver, 


LOCOMOBILE. 

Four chassis make up the Locomobile oom - 
pany line. Two of them are left hand and 
two right hand drive. All the machines have 
eix cylinders. The types are called the 38 
and the “ 48." Little change has been made 
in the mechanism of the cars, but a new 
feature has been added in the placing of the 
gear shift lever close against the front seat 
im the center of the car and the emergency 
brake lever on theleft. Many conveniences 
have been added. 


LOZIER. 

Though the Lozier Motor company, De- 
troit, had no four cylinder cars on the market 
for the last year, concentrating its efforts op 
a big six cylinder car and a light six, it har 
now discontinued the production of this

LYONS-ENIGHT. 

The appearance of the worm drive on the 
1914 Lyone-Knight cars has caused much 
favorable comment in all places where they 
have been shown. This is largely disse to the 
fact that worm drives, previous to the ap- 
pearance of this car, had been seen, almost 
without exception, on cars of foreign makes. 
The Lyons-Knight worm drive offers many 
distinctive features. These may be summed 
up as follows: High efficiency; durability 
is also high, from 40,000 to 60,000 miles be- 
ing common and conservative estimates on 
the life of a well designed and constructed 
worm and worm wheel; noiselessnesa, the 
worm gear is absolutely quiet, giving no 
purring or humming sound whatesoever. In 
Lyons-Knight cars this form of drive is used 
in conjunction with the Silent-Knight engine, 
and consequently makes a car which ig re- 
markably quiet and free from vibrations 
Other features are the left hand drive and 
center control, which makes it possible for 
the driver to enter from either side without 
any inconvenience. 


MARATHON. 

The Marathon line for 1914 has been con- 
tracted for by the Herff-Brooks corporation 
and three models of much the same nature 
as the 1913 line are being offered. These 
chassis sizes are styled Champion, Winner, 
and Runner, with corresponding horse- 
nowers of 45, 85, and 25. The prices have 
been reduced so that the highest now is 
$1,495 and the lowest at $925. The cars have 
the long stroke motor, full floating axle, full 
elliptical springs, electric lights, and self- 
starter. 


MARION. 

The 1914 season marks the conversion of 
the Marion Motor Car company, Indianapolis, 
to the six cylinder Meld. Although the six 
has been marketed since August of last year, 
it is a 1914 production. The four cylinder 
model ig also continued. The new car is 
known as the Marion G and comes in five 
body types fitted to the same chassis. These 
are a five passenger touring car, two passen- 
ger foredoor roadster, and Bobcat speedster, 
as well as a four passenger coupe and a five 
passenger sedan. Another innovation for 
the Marion company is the adoption of the 
left hand drive in connection with the center 
control. The latter has been a Marion fea- 
ture for some time. The clutch of the six also 
marks a departure from former Marion prac- 
tice in that the earlier clutches were of the 
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cone type. The present one {fs of the muitiple 
disk design with raybestos and steel facings. 


MARMWON. 

An especially interesting feature of the 
Nordyke & Marmon company exhibit at the 
automobile show is the five passenger Mar- 
mon “forty-one” touring car. Many mo- 
tor car owners and enthusiasts have made 
long journeys to the Indianapolis factory just 
to inspect the new model. The Marmon “ 41.“ 
which ie given its first public exhibition at 
the show, will be painted dark maroon, with 
moldings, fenders, tool box, and side shields 
in black. A Marmon “ 46" seven passenger 
touring car, painted ultramarine blue, wiil 
also form part of the Marmon exhibit. The 
chassis of this car will heve natural wood 
The uitramarine blue will be set off 
by a one-eighth inch stripe of robin's egg 
blue. 

A Marmon “41” with a Hmousine body 
will be shown. The upper panels of the body 
will be painted blue-biack, the lower panels 
dark biue. Hood and fenders will be painted 
black to match the upper part of the body, 
while the chassis will be painted dark blue te 
match the lower panels. The fourth car will 
be a Marmon “ 82" four passenger suburban, 
which wil? be standard in all regpects. 


MAXWELL. 
The Maxwells are in three models—a twen- 


* ty-five four cylinder car; a thirty-five four 


eylinder, and a & cylinder. Having gone 
through its reorganization period, the Max- 
well Motor company, Detroit, several monthe 
ago started in earnest to make these cars in 
larga numbers, the greatest quantity produc- 
tion being that of the small four model twen- 
ty-five. This model twenty-five has a biock- 
cast motor with the upper half of the crank 
case cast integral. The size is 3.626 by 4.5. 
This engine has a detachable cylinder head 
which carries the spark plugs, priming 
cocks, and water outlet connection. Ignition 
is by means of a Simms magneto, which can 
be locked from the dash, lubrication is by 
the splash system with a positive oll pump. 
and cooling employs a thermo-syphon sys 
tem with tubular radiator. 


MERCER. 

Two new models have been added to the 
Mercer line. One is known as type 35, series 
M, a roomy five passenger touring car mount- 
ed on a chassis of 124 inches. The other is 
type 35, series O, a large runabout mounted 
On a 118 inch chassis, the same as that used 
for model H. This car ie designed to meet 
the growing demand for a large, easy riding 
runabout. The racea bout is weil known, very 
little change in its appearance having been 
made since it was first introduced in 1010. 
It te a highly developed stock speed car and is 


guaranteed to show speed of one mile in 81 


seconds. A 108 inch chassis ig used for this 
model. The body designs of the five passen- 
ger models and the runabout are attractive 
and are noticeable for their straight lines 
and deep upholstery. The seats are twenty- 
two inches deep from front to rear and the 
cushions are nine inches thick, sloping slight- 
ly to the rear, with a depth of about 4.5 inches

Writes of Weight Problem. 


CITES CASE OF THE BICYCLE. 
Sees Tendency Toward Medium Motor 
and Light Car. 


BY C. B. ROSE. | 

[Chief engineer Velie Motor Vehicle company.! 

There is an interesting analogy to be found 
between the development of the bicycle and 
the development of the automobile, particu- 
larly so far as weight is concerned. Within 
recent years there came the development of 
the so-called safety bicycles, with thb low 
wheels front and rear. Practically every one 
can recall the heavy pieces of construction 
we used to pedal around not many years ago. 

In their efforts te get a safety bicycle 
manufacturers put all the weight they could 
into the wheels they manufactured, and by 
so doing cut.down the speed with which 
the bicycie could be operated, the comfort 
which could be obtained, and necggsarily in- 
creased the amount of effort to pedal it. But 
the bicycle soon developed from a cumber- 
some amount of iron into a light, graceful 
framework of steel tubing, that in many 
cases weighed less than twenty pounds, as 
contrasted with 100 pounds or more of many 
of the earlier wheels. 


Autos at First Built Meavy. 

The same holds true of the astomobile. 
Manufacturers first built the: automobile as 
heavy as they could. Everything wes solid; 
drive shafts, motor bases, frames, and other 
vital parts were extremely heavy and of.a 
weight away out of. proportion to the work 
they had to do. Of course, with the early 
development of the automobile weight to 
art nan Was made necessary because 
of the lack of proper materials, but chemists 
and metallurgiets rapidly got to work and 
developed alloy steels of extreme strength 
and light weight to overcome the cumber- 
some construction at first deemed necessary. 

Then the wise automobile engineers began 
to realize that weight was a big detriment to 
the average motor car, especially in those 
used for pleasure purposes. 

Adding weight to any one part of the car 
added weight in every part of the car to 
carry the strain. Big heavy motors require 
heavy fiywheels, which mean heavy drive 
shafts. heavy transmissions, heavy rear 
axles, and heavy frames to carry them all. 


Power and Weight. 

It is easily seen that a better proportion of 
power to weight can be obtained with a mo- 
tor of medium size in a car of light weight 
than is possible with a car of excessive power 
which requires extreme weight throughout 
the chassis. So the first development has 
been along the lines of cutting out the power 
of the motor, and with this building of mo- 
tors of medium power tremendous strides 
have been made in lessening these weight 
throughout the chassis, so that now the ac- 
tual weight of the car per 1 
in the motor is much less than ever „ 

Channel section steel frames, bodies of 
light metal, and light construction tirough- 
out the car, made possible by the use of high 
grade heat treated steels. have brought the 
ideal proportion of weight to ‘power Within

HIGHER PRICES THE RULE! 


South and Southwest Expeeted 
to Take More Cars than 
Last Year.

“An analysis of crop conditions in the 


United States for 1913 discloses abundant mae

“Investigation reveals the fact that the 
highest prices in years now prevail, This 
condition. of course, indicates even greater.

We uuu ihat 
in instances where any shortage in produr- 
tion occurred the prevailing prices more than 
made. up for the poorer yield. 

The south and southwest offer wonderful 
possibilities. Crops in these sections have 
been unusdally abundant. Prices are consid- 
erably higher than has been the rule. These 
districts will absorb a great deal more than 
their share of the 1914 output. During the 
first quarter of the present season more cars 
by thousands were shipped than in the same 
period of the previous season. Our gales, 
for instance, showed an increase of more 

$1,000,000 over the same period of the 
1918 season. I can see no good reason why 
the same conditions should not obtain later. 
“By studying the report of farm land 
wealth one can readily see the general pros.

> mo buyers that a dollar saved is a 
ollar made, for in no other type of self - 
propelled vehicle is the saying better exem- 
plified. The cost of maintaining electrics 
and the cost of operating them are items 
strongly in their favor. The increasing cost 
of gasoline has had the effect of adding to 
the popularity of the battery driven car. 

Perhaps the increased production and sale 
of the electric automobiles during the last 
year is due as much to the increased battery 
capacity, refinement of the mechanical parts, 
and added luxury of the machines as to the 
objections raised against gasoline cars. 

The 1914 models are 80 far superior to the 
previous year's machines that even greater 
impetus to the usage of electric vehicles may 
be looked for. The announcements of the 
various manufacturers indicate that they 
have interpreted the features desired by the 
public to be comfort and economical operat- 
ing expense. 

Best Types Shown Here. 

The best types of electric pleasure cars are 
represented by agencies in Chicago, and 
these now have the new models on display. 
Longer wheel base and reomier bodies are 
the features that first impress the visitor 
to the local salesrooms. The eye quickly 
takes in the combination of beauty, com- 
fort, and simplicity embodied in these cars. 
A closer inspection confirms the perspective. 

The man or woman who fears to buy a 
car becayse of his or her ignorance of me- 
chanical things cannot, by the remotest 
possibility, entertain such a fear with regard 
to the latest electric machines. 

Every detail is simplicity itself. Trouble 
possibilities are reduced to the minimum. 
Added to this feature the electric provides 
another great advantage in its cleanliness. 
The operation of an electric does not mean 
soiled clothes or greasy gloves, which inci- 
dentally is another economy feature. 

The simplicity and cleanliness of an elec- 
tric, combined with its ease of operation, 
eliminate the expense of a chauffeur. The 
excellent facilities which exist for recharg- 
ing the batteries eliminate the former criti- 
cism of the electric—that it was inconvenient 
because of the necessity of recharging at 
frequent intervals and the absence of con- 
veniently located recharging stations. 


Not Restricted to City Usage. 

The electric, while primarily the ideal town 
car, is no longer handicapped by the asser- 
tion that it is restricted to city usage. None 
of the good electric cars now made has a 
mileage of leas than fifty miles on one charge, 
while the majority are capable of making 
runs of from 85 to more than 100 miles. 

Another contention regarding electrics has 
long since been dissipated through the fre- 
quent demonstrations of the fact that elec- 
tric machines have certain advantages over 
heavier types of cars in going over rough 
roads. The lightness of the electric and the 
excellent construction of the better grade of

The cities and complaining councils argue, 
Mr. Ingram explains, that owners of the 
heavy commercial cars contribute too little 


towards the upkeep of the roads which } 


their vehicles are largely instrumental in 
cutting to pieces. On the other hand, the 
owners contend that every owner of a petrol 
lorry pays an average road tax of $97 per 
annum, and it is urged that instead of re- 
pressing commercial motor traffic, which is 
essential to the continued prosperity of any 
producing center, local councils should co- 
operate with local owners in trying to obtain 
larger grants of money from state funds for 
application to the roads. 

“This new association,“ continues Mr. 
Ingram, is now also taking in hand the con- 
struction of night shelters for drivers of 
motor wagons. The requirements are a 
garage, or garages, where the vehicle can 
be left overnight, and a clean and respectable 
place where the drivers can be provided 
with bed and breakfast at a reasonable price. 
These shelters will be established in those 
parts of the country where the amount of 
commercial motor traffic creates a need for 
them, and inquiries for suitable places are 
already on foot in Bradford and Leeds, and 
other West Riding centers.”

2 A nofpolitical state highway commis- 
sion of at least three competent members, 
who shall devote thelr entire time to their 
duties. 

3. Improvement (in such counties as elect 
to come under the provisions of the law) of 
main, continuous intercounty highways, con- 
necting county seats and other important 
cities, principally at the expense of the state

Vice President of General Mo- 
tors Company Figures on 
Increased Sales, 


SERVICE’ EVIL AT AN END 


Declares Refusal to Take Other 
Cars in Trade Factor in 
Cost Figuring.

The recently announced cuttin price policy 
adopted by the General Motors Truck com- 
pany has created an unusual amount of in- 
terest and I have been asked to give an ex- 
planation of how this policy is both possible 
and practical. ‘Jo our way of looking at it 
ard we have been backed up generally on all 
sides—the lower prices which we have an- 
nounced are only a means of putting the sale 
of our trucks on a more businesslike basis 
than ever known before. 

In announcing lower prices for our trucks 
we are, in a word, eliminating a number of 
evils that have existed in the sale of motor 
trucks. The first and greatest of these abuses 
is what has been known as service.“ In 
the past purchasers of motor trucks have 
been led to expect all sorts of impossible 
things in the way of free service. Many 


motor truck manufacturers were not in a 


position financially nor were they inclined to 
give the service expected. At the same time 
all of them counted in service in figuring tne 
market value of their trucks. 


Says Conditions Are Changed. 
Today, however, conditions are changed. 
The motor truck is no longer in the experi- 
mental stage mechanically and there is no 


longer the great ignorance on the part of the 
’ drivers in the matter of taking care of their 


trucks. This has placed us in a position to 
do away with unlimited maintenance agree- 
ments, which undoubtedly place a premium 


on reckless motor truck operating. 


‘Mnother reason why we are able to lower 
our prices is that lower prices will mean 
larger sales, and naturally increased sales 
bring down the manufacturing cost and place 
us where we also can bring down the selling 
cost. This is an axiom of business. 

Furthermore, we have eliminated the 
“trading in evil. In the past manufactur- 
ers have been forced to price their trucks 
higher than they otherwise would simply be- 
cause they bad to figure on taking as part 
payment a motor truck of more or less doubt- 
ful resale possibilities. 


Refuse Other Trucks “in Trade.” 


We are abic to lower our prices because we 


will not take other trucks in trade. There 


also is the consideration of strictly cash 


transactions. This is now the rule with us 


in the sale of our trucks, as opposed to the 
other way open—the giving of notes tc ex- 


tend over a period of months or years. 


Manufacturers who have accepted notes 
have, for obvious reasons, been forced to add 
to the price of their trucks so as to cover 


this. It is manifest why in insisting upon 
: cash transactions we are able to bring down 
the price of our trucks.

It is claimed that Burope gave up the build- 
ing and use of six cylinder cars. This is en- 
tirely incorrect. Europe never had them to 
give up. Conditions in Burope are so réd- 
ically different from those in America that 
there seemed no call for sixes there. Yet as 
a matter of fact sixes are growing in favor. 
Small experimental sixes were entered at the 
last Grand Prix races and made a remarkable 
showing, o much so that the Autocar, a 
leading London motor car journal, commert- 
ed on the rapid rise to favor of the six and 
stated it unquestionably would increase in 
favor both tn England and on the continent. 
Two of the highest grade English makers 
build sixee—the Rolls-Royce and the Napier. 

The roads of Europe are like a billiard 
table. It has been said the worst European 
road is better than the best American roads. 
They are hard, level, dry. 


High Power Cars Not Needed. 

Only the smallest amount of power is need- 
ed to drive even @ large car. The car runs so 
smoothly that the vibration, so objectionable 
and costly on American roads, is almost en- 
tirely lacking. 

Then, too, the car owner in Burope is taxed 
according to horse power and cylinder con- 
tents. The aim is to keep the engine rating 
as low as possible. They: have not yet learned 
to make the small six cylinder. That iscom- 
ing. The Sunbeam car, a smal? cylindered 
six, made a wonderful record in the Grand 
Prix and attracted a great deal of attention. 
This promises to result in much interest in 
the smal six. Europe is slow to take up im- 
provements. Until this. year they scorned 
the self-starter. 

G. G. Behn, chief engineer of the Hudson 
Motor Car company, who returned from Fu- 
rope last month, tells how in conversation 
with English engineers they acknowledged 
that the Americans had “ slipped one over on 
them.” 


American Makers Lead Foreigners. 

The foreign makers admitted that they 
were forced to put on self-starters and elec- 
tric lights in order to compete with American 
cars. The same falling into line promises to 
be the result of the American light six. AB 
ready France and England are buying many 
of theese light sixes. Mr. Behn found intense 
interest at the Paris and London shows in 
the Hudson 6-40, the Hudson Nght six. It 
really was one of the featuresof the show. 

Just as soon as European owners learn 
they can have all the advantages and pleas- 
ures of the six with a lesser fuel consump- ‘ 
tion, lower tire cost, and reduced repair bills 
they. will demand six cylinder motors. Then 
Burope will be forced to do just as they have 
done in the case of the self-starter and dee 
tric lights—bulla six cylinder cars or see 
their trade taken from them by American 
makers.

In an internal combustion engine of the 
gasoline motor type the source of power is 
the explosion of a volume of gas compressed 
between the top of the cylinder amd the head 
of the pistom Proper compression is there- 
fore essential to the full and sustained pro- 
duction of the power called for in the design 
of the motor, and to secure it ie a matter 
of adjustment. 

The piston head must be free to move rapid- 
ly within the cylinder, and to do so it must 
De allowed same play. It cannot, therefore 
de required to obtain a bearing on the in- 
ternal surface of the cylinder walls as well 
for the pu ‘of preventing the escape of 
the gas-whichit compresses on the upstroke: 
To take care of this feature light, springy 
metad ringe are fitted into grooves around 
the piston head. These secure the necessary 
tension on the cylinder walls and serve to 
holé back the gas without affecting or re- 
tarding the ‘piston’s free movement. 

There are numerous designe of piston rings, 
most of them presenting structural defects 
that sooner or later result in unsatisfactory 
service. The one piece ring most commonly 
in use loses its elasticity, or at least its bear- 
ing becomes unequal and gas leakage results, 
increasing in volume as the ring grows older. 
The opening or point ot expansion in the 
ring also provides a means for the gas to 
escape as the rings shift around on the piston 
head, and these openings gradually come 
into alignment. 2 

Where gas leakage of this kind occurs com- 
pression is reduced, the explosion of the gas 
is weakened in forte, and the motor begins 
to labor and stall o work that once caused ;

BATTERY CAPACITY GOES-UP. 


No Greater Tendency Toward Peu 
matic Tires Seen. 


BY DARWIN S. HATCH. 
{Technical Editer Motor Age.) 

Electric vehicles for the new season show 
a strong trend toward control arrangements 
which permit the car to be driven from either 
the front or the rear seat. The reason for this 
quai control, ag it has come to be known, is 
the endeavor to provide the safety of the 
front drive, which ip demanded by the ordi- 
nances of some municipalities, with that 
companionability which can only be obtained 
by the rear drive when only two persons are 
occupying a four or five passenger car. 

Lega! restrictions in some cities and states 
prohibit any passenger riding in front of the 
driver. This until recently has been the 
usual arrangement where three or more 


passengers were to be carried Im the inclosed 
vehicles. . 


Dual Drive Introduced. 

To overcome this difficulty the duplex or 
dual drive is being introduced by nearly 
every electric maker, and is accomplished 
in 4 variety of ways. One or two makers 
have gone even further and made the front 
and rear control mechanism interfocking, so 
that only one of them may be in use at a time, 
thus preventing passengers from mediiling 
with the control of the car. Another maker 
has obtained the dual control with a single 
mechanism which can be swung into two po- 
sitions, one for the front seat érive and the 
other for the rear seat drive. 

There is much more glass in all of the in- 
closed bodies, sashless windows being much 
in favor. This gives a clearer vision for the 
operator of the car and also adds to ite ex- 
ternal appearance, Mote roomy bodies are 
the rule, the ineide dimensions are general- 
‘ly from three to four inches longer aud are 
that much wider, to give more room for the 
front seat passengers. 


Battery Capacity Increased. 

Battery capacity is being increased in 
nearly every case, and where more ceils are 
not being added thinner plates and more 
of them are being used. Batteries generally 
are of the no-wagh type; that is, with a gut- 
ficient mud space under the grids to accom- 
modate all of the active materiel In them 
go that the grids do not have to be washed to 
prevent chemical action from the deposited 
active material. Tires are larger on many 
models, but there ie no greater tendency to-

This isto 
be expected in consideration of the general 
increase in the size of the bodies.

Shortly after sult was filed against the 
owner of the car. The “ victim alleged that 
he had been knocked against a fence (which 
was over thirty feet away), that his face 
had been badly cut, and that he was inter- 
nally injured. The girl also filed suit for 
injuries and for loss of salary. And her 
father filed suit for a doctor’s bill, for her 
board, which was unpaid because she could 
no* work, and for other incidental expenses 
brought upon him by the accent.“ 

Upon investigation by the company in 
which the car owner carried liability in- 
surance, the case proved to be a manifest 
“frame-up.”’ Nevertheless, they advised 
settling out of court, on the ground that a 
„ skidding-car’”’ case had never won a favore 
able verdict from a jury. 

Many motorists carry Hability insurance 
and pay big rates to companies which accept 
the ability for all lawsuits on account of 
injuries. The rates vary from $35 a year 
for a small private vehicle to $600 for a sight- 
seeing car, depending on the horsepower and 
use of the machine, and changing from year 
to year in accordance with the annual record 
of what the insurance companies have had.to 
pay out for damages. The fact that they 
have had to pay so much has necessarily 
kept the rate high. But the fact that the 
claimant's lawyer ascertains, the first thing, 
whether the car owner carries liability in- 
surance or not, reconciles the owner to pay- 
ing it.

TOTAL $40,000,000 


Heavy Increase During Last 
Year, According to Gov- 
ernment Report. 


CARS SOLD NUMBER 24,500. 


Valued at $25,000,000, While 
Accessories Swell Amount; 
Imports Show a Decrease. 


Weshington, D. C., Jan. 24.—The growing 
populerity of American automobiles in for- 
eign countries is evidenced by the fact that 
exports of motor cars are twenty times as 
much now as a decade ago. 

In a statement today the department of 
commerce announces that the value of auto- 
mobiles and parts thereof for the last year 
approximate $40,000,000, compared with only 
$2,000,000 a decade ago. 


Exports of 24,500 Cars. 

Statistics for the eleven months ended with 
November show that 23,579 passenger auto- 
mobiles and 921 commercial vehicles, valued 
at about $25,000,000, were sent abroad, and if 
to this is added the nearly $6,000,000 worth of 
parts of automobiles, $3,500,000 worth of 
tires, and $1,500,000 worth of automobile en- 
gines the total is approximately $36,000,000. 

The shipments to Porto Rico, Hawaii, and 
Alaska, which are not included in the figures, 
total about $2,000,000, making the grand total 
for the eleven months practically $38,000,000, 
and, according to the statement, “ fully jus- 
tifies the estimate of $40,000,000 for the full 
calendar year 1918.“ 


Imports Show a Decrease. 

While exports of automobiles in the mean- 
time showed enormous increases, imports 
showed a marked decline. The total value of 
automobiles and parts thereof imported in 


1909 was nearly $4,000,000 and last year about 


$1,500,000. 

American automobiles are sent to all parts 
of the world, the figures for lest year show- 
ing exports to about seventy-five countries 
and colonies. America’s largest customer is 
Canada, shipments to that country in the 
eleven months of 1913 were 5,824, valued at 
$7,970,086. The United Kingdom is the next 
best customer, the total number sent to thet 
country being 4,504, valued at $3,482,301.

arious methods of soil preparation are . recom- 


mended by different writers, some of them so elaborate 
as to discourage the average amateur from undertaking 
it, and while it is well worth the while to use care in the 
preparation of the rose border, good results ean be ob- 
tained by planting roses in any well-drained, fertile soil, 
that has been deeply cultivated. Where natural eondi- 
tions do not provide this, an ideal preparation is to secure 
top soil from an old pasture, chopping up the sods and 
thoroughly mixing with three parts of this soil, one part 
of well-decomposed manure, preferably cow manure, but, 
when this is not procurable, stable-manure as long as it 
is well-decomposed will answer the purpose. With every 
bushel of soil incorporate one quart of coarse bone (not 
bome meal), as supplied by any seed house. 

Dig but your bed at least two feet deep, and if the 
subsoil is of such a nature that the drainage is not 
thorough, this must be provided for, by filling in the first 
six inches with rubble, broken stone or coarse cinders,

As 
soon as the corn was mature, the 
strawberries were cultivated vigor- 
ously every week. That first fall all 
runners were cut off. Wood ashes 
and chicken manure were used for 
fertilizing. We were fortunate in 
having.a friend who has chickens and 
no garden, so once in a while our 
man brings up all his chicken ma- 
nure to fertilize our strawberries. 


Ou first crop from that new bed 
was about fifty full quarts, raised 
in about one-third less space than the 
old bed occupied. After bearing, they 
were fertilized, carefully worked, and 
admitted the setting of new plants 
eight inches apart. Every week we 
worked them, and pulled out every 
plant that séemed below par or old, 
replacing it with a vigorous one. : 
After freezing we covered them 
with leaves, putting corn-stalks over 
all to keep the wind from blowing 
them away. In the early spring the 
leaves were removed by hand and put 
on our compost heap. They were 
given a good working, and the soil 
between the rows was forked under, 
after spreading over them our win- 
ter’s wood ashes, and mulched them 
well. Mulching is most important. 

I gave away at least twenty quarts 
of strawberries to friends, canned 
about ten quarts, and we ate all we 
could with cream, and in short-cake. 
This year we had ninety-four quarts, 
although the rains did not favor us 
so much as last year. 

There was one row in the year-old 
bed not so fine as the other two, and 
after taking all the plants we wanted, 
we had it forked under. Then we 
planted bush lima beans, string 
beans, and spinach. From that plant- 
ing, twelve cents worth of .lima-bean 
seeds, and ten cents worth of beans, 
we had a wonderful crop. Our New 
Zealand spinach made a row about 
nine feet long. Our limas yielded 


apart, giving us forty plants. 

We tie our tomatoes with soft 
strings to the straight trellis. Our 
trellis is made with two upright and 
three cross bars in small sections, 
so that it is easily handled. We find 
this more satisfactory than any other 
we have seen. Last year we had all 
the tomatoes we could eat, canned 


‘fifty quarts, and gave many away, be- 


sides making gallons of green tomato 
pickle, 

When harvesting our green toma- 
toes we carefully sort them out. The 
perfect large ones are wrapped sepa- 
rately in newspaper and packed 
lightly in big peach baskets; or bet- 
ter still if there is room in the cold 
room; put on a shelf. In this way we 
have tomatoes for salad through the 
fall, and last year we had some for 
Christmas dinner. 

In our annual garden we practice 
rotation of crops... The strawberry 
bed being there has been a nuisance 
part of the time, for it monopolized 
the place all the year! We found it 
not very easy to get an early crop 
from the tomato site. We did get 
peas this year between the tomatoes 
and the last flower border. 


Ww always plant one row of Swiss 
chard, Lucullus. It likes a moist 
location. Year before last it was 
next to the dahlias and cosmos, where 
our three dozen fine cauliflowers 
were last year. Now it is at the back 
of the perennial garden where our 
compost heap was previously. We 
used the back lot last year for a 
dump heap, and so got in a row of 
chard, two of beets, and one of young 
onions, for fall. By keeping the out- 
side leaves cut before they become 
tough, we have had tender greens 
until freezing weather. We cover 
deep with leaves and the first thing 
from our garden in spring is a mess 
of green chard. We have canned it,

You Can Grow These Roses 


(Continued from Page 5) 


pared above, may be filled in. This 
should be done some time before the 
beds. are planted, to permit the soil 
to settle. After the soll has settled, 
it should be about an inch below the 
surrounding surface, while the beds 
may be of any size or shape. I pre- 
fer a bed not over five feet wide. 

I have had best results by plant- 
ing all roses in the spring, but the 
hardy varieties can be planted in the 
fall if first allowed to become dor- 
mant. Of course, the tender roses 
are always planted in the spring or 
early summer. There is no special 
advantage and some times a disad- 
vantage in planting the tender roses 
too early. 

The treatment of roses when re- 
veived from the nurséry is important. 
The dormant roses have no balls of 
soil about the roots but instead are 
packed in moss, which should not 
be removed from them a moment 
before planting, as nothing is quite 
so bad for a rose as the drying out 
of the roots. If not ready to plant 
when received, dig a trench some- 
where in the garden in the shade, 


deep enough to take the roots as 


deep as they grew before, and set 
them in without removing the moss, 
which should be wet and allow them 
to remain “heeled-in”: thus until 
needed for planting. People who 
tear apart a package of roses or 
trees, allow them to lie about un- 
covered and not planted promptly, 
need not expect success with them. 
If the roses have been delayed on the 
road and are dry, stalk and moss 
when received, soak the moss and 
bury the plants in moist earth for 
three to five days. 

When ready to plant, unpack your 
plants, but keep the roots covered 
with damp moss, wet burlap or other 
damp materia! to prevent the possi- 
bility of their suffering from drying 
out. A safe rule to follow in plant- 
ing roses which have been grown on 
their own roots is to plant them one 
inch deeper than what they have 
been grown in the nursery, which 
can readily be seen on the stems. 
In the case of budded or grafted 
roses, these should be planted so 
that the point at which they are 
budded or grafted is two inches be- 
low the surface of the soil. Be lib- 


eral in digging a good sized hole, so 


as to enable you to spread out the 
roots in a natural manner, so that 
each root will come in direct con- 
tact with the soil. 


[)ORMANT ROSES are usually sup- 
plied by the nurseries in an un- 
pruned condition or with merely the 
longest shoots cut back. These 
plants, when get out, should be se- 
verely pruned. The stronger shoots 
should be cut back to eight to twelve 
inches in height, all thin and weak 
wood being cut out entirely. In suc- 
ceeding seasons, after the plants 
have become established, the prun- 
ing should be regulated according 
to whether you wish a large number 
of flowers of ordinary quality for 
mass effect in the garden or a less 
number of flowers but of a select 


quality. If the former, simply cut 
out the weak, thin branches entirely 
and .shorten the heavier shoots ac- 
cording to their strength, to a height 
of from 18.to 24 inches. If quality 
is desired, prune severely. That is, 
shorten the growths to within eight 
to ten inches from the ground. When 
pruning always cut just above a 
prominent eye, and, if possible, to an 
eye pointing outward. By doing this, 
the plants will grow in a nice open 


head, the branch usually developing 


in the direction in which the buds 
point. With severe pruning, staking 
of the plants is very rarely neces- 
sary, and no summer pruning is re- 
quired, the cutting of the buds or 
flowers, with stems of fair length 
being sufficient. 

The proper time to prune is in 
early spring; the most opportune 
time being just as the buds begin to 
swell, 

Fall pruning I do not recommend 
except in the cage of strong-growing 
Hybrid Perpetual Roses which have 
made long canes. These should, late 
in the fall when the wood has be- 
come thoroughly ripe, be cut back to 
about three feet in height; this being 
done to prevent the winds from 
swaying the plants about, and there- 
by breaking the roots. 

Rambler and other climbing roses 
require little or no pruning in spring. 
They flower on wood of the previous 


season’s growth and nothing should 


be cut in spring except to remove 
dead wood, and to cut out such 
superfluous growth so as to make 
them conform to the space to be 
covered, but a severe pruning is 
beneficial to climbing roses in July, 
directly after they have finished 
flowering. At that time cutting out 
all old flowering wood will encour- 
age a vigorous new growth that must 
be depended upon to give an abund- 
ance of flowers the following season. 

Rugosa Roses, Moss Roses, Aus- 
trian and Yellow Briars, Damask 
Roses, as well as Hybrid and Com- 
mon Sweet Briar require no pruning 
after the first season. Simply cut 
out dead wood and superfluous 
branches and slightly head in the 
previous season’s growth. 

When roses are received in plants 
which have been carried over win- 
ter in pots, no pruning whatever is 
necessary. These have already been 
pruned by the nurseryman when he 
placed them in pots. 

When making an extensive rose 
garden, do not forget some of the 
best of the old-fashioned roses; the 
Moss Rose, the Cabbage Rose, the 
Polyanthas and the Briars. There 
also is a wide opportunity to use 
roses for covering harbors, pergolas, 
hedges, fences; covering walls and 
porches, and the old-time pillar 
roses. 

For covering a sloping bank the 
Wichuraiana or any of the Rambler 
roses are best. 

For the hedge, the Rugosa is by 
far the best in the north, while in 
the south many will, for sentimental 
reasons, prefer the wild Cherokee.

train your fruiting-canes to this wire. 
This is the method now generally 
adopted and is the cheapest which 
will give good results. ? 
There is a “bush” system of grow- 
ing raspberries which is especially 
adapted to the small home garden. 
The plants are set in furrows six feet 
apart, and three feet apart in the 
furrow. The plants should be trained 
in bush form instead of vines, by 
being pinched or cut back during the 
summer. Do not let the leading 
shoot, or “leader” grow more than 
three and a half feet high; the later- 
als should be started near the surface 
of the ground and kept to eighteen 
inches in length. It will require con- 
siderable pruning back during the 
growing season to make bushy 
plants, but it is worth the effort. 


B* EITHER SYSTEM the old wood 
should be cut out every year, as 
soon as the ieaves drop: Do not do it 


just after fruiting as some have ad- | 


vised. If you are not sure that you 
can tell the old canes from the new 
ones at that time of year, when they 
are in fruit tie a piece of raffia or 
colored twine around each cane that 
has fruit on it. All these must be re- 
moved every year as they will not 
fruit again. Remove them close: to 
the crown, and clip off several inches 
of the tips of the new canes which 
have grown during the. summer. 
Give the soil between and along 
the rows a dusting of a good commer- 
cial fertilizer, each year, at the rate 
of six hundred pounds per acre, 
which is one hundred pounds to a 
row one rod wide and forty rods long. 
Mulching over winter is beneficial, 
which can be worked into the soil 
between the rows in the spring. 
The blackberry is one of the most 
paying of berry crops. It succeeds 
well in partial shade, and can be 
grown between fruit trees as an 
inter- crop while they are young. Pre- 
pare the ground the same as for rasp- 
berries. Set them out in the garden 


or lot where they will compel you to 


attend to them more they will soon 
become worthless. Keep them under 
control by removing all surplus wood, 
which is not difficult or expensive if 
done regularly. They can be grown 
as vines or by the bush system the 
same as given above for the rasp- 
berry, but they must be planted fur- 
ther apart. When set out cut the first 
canes back to six inches from the 


round. Set in rows eight feet apart, 


and three feet in the row. 

The gooseberry, like the currant, 
does best in partial shade—the east 
side of a clump of trees or a building 
suits it exactly. As soon as the leaves 
appear, spray the whole bush with a 
solution of one ounce of potassium 
sulphide to four gallons of water, to 
prevent mildew. ä 

Prepare the soil for the currant 
the same as for raspberry. Set the 
plants in rows five feet apart and 
four feet apart in the row. Currants 
should be planted as early as possi- 
ble, as this is the first fruit. to start 
vegetation in the spring.

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gravel should be removed, and kept 
for drainage in the trench. This 
drainage should average the size of 
“railroad ballast,’—two-inch stones. 

If the ground be level, the bottom 
of the trench should be graded to 
slope to one end, and there should 
be an outlet for surplus water. Use 
coarse cinders from furnace, 
brick-bats, old plaster from the walls, 
or other mineral rubbish. It is not 
intended that the trench shall be 
quite full when the soil is filled with 
the drainage materials. A great deal 
of water is required during the 
months of July and August, and in 
order to save labor and water the 
trench should not, when planted and 
firmed, reach to within more than 


two inches of the general level of 


the surrounding ground. 
In the suburban or country town 


there will be little trouble in making 


a good soil for sweet peas, for there 
is always the sod by the roadside 
upon which to depend. This sod 
when composted with alternate lay- 
ers of garden-loam and well-rotted 


fall, give the pots, when filled, 

three soakings, a week apart, 
with lime-water, made as follows: 
Slack five pounds of quick-lime in 
three gallons of water, stir, and allow 
to settle. Use the clear liquid from 
the top. This will destroy earth- 
worms, which eat the roots of the 
plants, and cause leaf-dropping. 


As a remedy for aphides on potted- 
plants, indoors, use any of the fol- 
lowing: Tobacco smoke; one ounce 
of oil of lemon to a gallon of water, 
sprayed on; or strong soap suds, 
sprayed on. For mealy-bug on soft- 
tissued plants, use the soap suds, but 
for palms, use a stiff brush to kill 
them. 

House plants, which have been pot- 
ted for a year or more, should be de- 
potted to see if they be pot-bound. 
To do this, place the left hand over 
the top of the pot, and the right one 
over the bottom; reverse the pot and 
strike the edge on some solid sub- 
stance, as the edge of a bench, and 
the pot will come away in the right 
hand. If the ball of soil be covered 
out of sight with roots, the plant 
should be shifted to a pot just one
